The appearance of Amur lean 
rm-sdlcs in Europe has inciea- 
svd not only military, but also 
political tension.

Plrat and fore- 
most ihelr aim Is lo try and dis- 
pel the mounting public concern 
over Washington's militaristic 
policy and lo undercut Iho 
growing resistance »o this poli- 
cy. 

Touching on Reagan’s recent 
utterances In favour of Suvtat- 
Ametlcan dialogue .he Soviet 
leader said: 

There is no need ro convince 
nr ol the usefulness and expe- 
dience of dialogue. Ihls Is our 
policy. However, dialogue musi 
l»e conducted on an equal foot- 
big- and not from a position ol 
strength as is proposed by Ro- 
nald Reagan, Dlnlugue should 
not be conducted lor the sake 
or dialogue, It should be direc- 
ted at Ihe attainment of con- 
creie agreement. 

H Is evident thm the American 


leadership has not renounced 
Its Intention of conducting lalks 
with us from a position ol 
strength, by applying threats 
and pressure. 

Yuri Andiopov wont on to 
say: 

For Instance, were tho United 
States lo follow In the Soviet 
Union's footsteps by an oblige 
tlon not to be ihe first to use 
nuclear weapons, this would 
have a substantial influence ou 
Ihe International climate, on the 
atmosphere in oui relations. 

Were the NATO countries to 
consent to the proposal put for- 
ward by tho Warsaw Treaty 
member -slates not to use mili- 
tary force agaln-t each oilier, 
this loo would const clbi ably rai- 
se Ihe degree ol trust in Europe 
and throughout tire world. 

How to prevent an arms race 
In outer space Is an issue de- 
manding Immediate solution. 
Otherwise mankind will be con- 
fronted with a new threat on a 
scale that Is difficult to Imagine. 

Given readiness on the part 
of the West U is possible to 
commence the practical solution 
of the IssueB under discussion el 
the Vienna talks on the reduc- 
tion of armed forces and arma- 
ments In Central Europe. 

Within the package of mea- 
sures directed at reducing the 
throat of war, we propose to 
the United Slates as a begin- 


ning. a simple and al the same 
lime ellccttve step— to freeze 
nuclear arms. Efforts directed at 
reaching immediate agreement 
on substantial limitations and 
radical reductions In these arms 
should be stepped up. Wo to- 
tally rejed such an approach. 
And In general all attempts lo 
use "power diplomacy" against 
us have no future. 


If, as the USSR and Its allies suggest, all Ihe nuclear powers 
would undertake not to be the first to use nuclear weapons, and 
were the NATO countries to agroe with the proposal pul forward 
by tho Warsaw Treaty slates not to mo military force of any kind 
against each other, there would be a considerable rise in tha decree 
of confidence and security both In Europe and all over the world. 

At the same time, the Soviet Union is prepared, In order to de- 
velop the corresponding provisions of the Helsinki Pinal Act, to 
rlaborate additional measures of confidence In the military field, 
moro significant tn Ihelr naluro and more comprehensive.

Lagos. Africa's economic situa- 
tion hos seriously deteriorated 
In recent years, said UN Secre- 
tary Genera! Javier Perez do 
Cuallar now visiting here. Such 
a situation, ha stressed, requires 
Iho attention and action ol the 
world community. 

The main reasons for (he de- 
clining economy In Africa, he 
continued, are drought and the 
world crisis resulting in wor- 
sening conditions for trade. At- 
tempts from the outside to de- 
stabilize the situation in Angola, 
Mozambique) and Lesotho are 
also disrupting economic activ- 
ity, forcing these countries to 
divert resources for their de- 
fence. 


The economic difficulties and 
political Instability, he went on 
to say, are interrelated, causing 
considerable human suffering. 
This year alone, he said, nearly 

5.000. 000 children may die of 
hunger and disease, and another 

5. 000, COO may ba left crippled os 
a result of undernourishment. 
Most African nations are in dire 
need of food, water and skilled 
medical care. 

Tho African economy, he 
claimed, needs reconstruction to 
lessen Its dependence on fluctua- 
tions and Blumps on the world 
market, stressing the need lor 
greater subregional and regional 
economic cooperation and urging 
African nations to collectively 
solve their long term problems.

West Germany clamps down 
on anti-war movement 


Bena. Acting in close connlv. 
once with the American and 
NATO military, West German 
ruling circles are taking mea- 
sures throughout the country to 
“reinforce security" of Americ- 
an military Installations and lo 
disperse the o nil- war demonstra- 
tions staged In their vicinity. 

It Is reported here that special 
army and Federal border guard 
service units have been Bet up to 
carry out this mission. At the 
suggestion and with the parti- 
cipation of the West German In- 
lerlor Minister, Friedrich Ztm- 
mermann, a draconian bill has 
been drafted and made into taw 
by the Federal Government in 
Bonn. It gives the police sweep- 
ing powers not only lo disperse 
peaceful demonstrations, but 
also to ariest demonstrators In- 
discriminately, 

In turn, Supreme NATO Allied 


Commander in Europe, General 
William Rogors, lias given the 
order that all demonstrators who 
come within “the immediate vi- 
cinity" of the area where the 
Pershlngs are deployed should 
be fired at. 

In an attempt to prevent any 
further expansion tn the activ- 
ities ol the anti-war movement 
In the country, whose massive 
scale over the past low months 
has been shown by the largo 
protest dcmcmst rations against 
the deployment of American 
missiles on West German soil, 
the West German authorities 
have taken steps which provide 
not only for the Judicial perse- 
cution of demonstrators, but also 
for their dismissal from work. A 
special bill Is now being drafted 
to toughen lip prnsenitlonary 
measures against the opponents 
of NATO's nuclear missile plans.

HOW TO 'FINGERPRINT' 
POLLUTION 

Two scientists claim to have 
found a way to "fingerprint” 
pollution and trace its source 
thousands of miles away. 

They soy, the technique will 
allow researchers to track down 
roglonal sources of pollution 
and, In some cases, pinpoint of- 
fending factories. 

Kenneth Rsnn and Douglas 
Lowenthol of Rhode Island 
University said yesterday their 
method measured the relatlva 
amounts of seven trace ele- 
ments In microscopic particles 
of pollution. 

Because pollution from each 
region o! the world has its own 
distinct combination of thesa 
trace elements, It Is possible to 
develop a virtual "fingerprint” 
of that pollution, they said. 

The seven elements include 
Indium which appears promi- 
nently In wastes from Canadian 
smelters, and vanadium which 
appears in pollution from oil 
burned in the eastern United 
States. 

The two scientists said they 
can now Identify the region 
where a particular pollution 
originates even If the source Is 
thousands of miles away. 

They said the technique 
could help pinpoint sources of 
add rain, which could save 
billions of dollars by eliminat- 
ing guess work from air pollu- 
tion control programmes, 

OIL FROM PAPYRUS 

Papyrus, a plant used by the 
ancient Egyptians to make pa- 
per, ta now believed to be cap- 
able by yielding high quantities 
of vegetable oil. This perennial 
plant of the carex family grows 
as high as five metres and Its 
yields In some African coun- 
tries exceed 32 tonnes per hec- 
tare.

The USA Is making this Irresponsible move contrary to the 
c/early expressed will ol the International community.

As lor tho fiovfef Union, our country launched, as lar back 
as 1981, ah Initiative banning weapons ol any type being 
placed In space. Moreover, tha USSR has undertaken an 
extremely important obligation — not to ba the (list to place 
any type ol anll-aalclUie weapon tn apace. 

Tha White House has all along sabotaged talks and real 
and constructive agreements In this area. The newspaper 
points out that now that a massive programme lor the crea- 
tion ol so-called anff-mfssUe space defence has been ordered 
by Ihe President hlmsell, the chances for reaching an agree- 
menf have decreased still lurth er. 

CMEA'S CONFIDENT PROGRESS 

Commenting on fhe 35th anniversary since Ihe setting up 
of Iho Council lor Mutual Economic Assistance, fhe news- 
paper TRUD writes that while the population ol the CMBA 
countries constitutes only ten per. cent ol the world total, 
(hefr current share In tha world fnduiirfaf output stands at 
onc-thfrd, in comparison, it was only 18 per. cent In 1950. 

Compared with tho 1950 level, tha national Income In Ihe 
CMBA member-countries on tho whola increased 8.3 times or 
as much as 13 times In Bulgaria and 6.0 times in the German 
Democratic Republic. Dy the beginning ol 1983, teat per capita 
income a tn Ihe CAIBA countries compared with 1950 went up 
4.6 times, or 4.9 times In Bulgaria, 5.6 ffmos In tha German 
Democratic Republic, and 4.5 times In fho USSR. 

Many more examples could be quoted to show that tha coun- 
tries of tho socialist community aro making confident strides 
along the road to social and economic development. They 
arc overcoming objective and subjective difficulties and con- 
tradictions , and are engaged In a search for Iho beat possible 
forms and methods ol economic management. 

LATIN AMERICA'S DIFFICULTIES

Meanwhile, the author points out, tho gross national 
product ol those countries dropped by I per cent In 1982— 
for Ihe first lime In the past 40 years. The situation was no 
belter la 1083. 

This Is why developing countries loudly declare that the 
situation (a unbearable. This Is what frightens fhe financial 
oligarchy ol the United States and Us partners — the con- 
sequences ol a sharp reduction or termination ol oil such 
payments. This would In the opinion ol even the mast cau- 
tious spectofiafs In ihe West, be unpredictable /or Ihe fi- 
nance, (rode and fnduslry ol loan-giving countries. 

PAKISTAN IN THE PENTAGON'S GRIP 
Borfj Chekhonln, a TASS analyst, wrffesr 
Islamabad's decision to grant Ihe US alrlorce the right ta 
use Pakistani airllelds has seriously worried the international 
public. This step Is viewed as practical assistance from Pa- 
kistan ta fhe adventuristic policies being pursued by Ihe 
United Stales In that region. 

Washington has tang been known ta be rearming Pakistan 
and turning It Into a "Itonlllne state", a Damocfean Sword 
hanging over neighbouring countries.

The ensemble of buildings at this end of the 
Island took shape after tho Exchange had been 
built Id 1803-1810, with Hb exterior resembling 
that ol an ancient temple. Since 1640, the Exchan- 
ge has housed the Central Naval Museum; Its dis- 
plays are dedicated to the history ol the devel- 
opment of the Russian Fleet. Hero one can see

works of lino art. 

Tho Iwo Rostral Columns impart a particular 
character to the ensemble.

A production, says fiifman, the thought behind 
It, and lls plastic embodiment depend in no small 
measure on the dancer.

Record results 


1983 wbb a record year in oui 
trade with the Soviet Union, 
MNI was told by the head ol 
the Moscow representation ol 
the British ICI concern, Robert 
Chilly. The turnover ol goods, 
be noted, carried out according 
to the 1979 five-year agreement 
between the Ministry of For- 
elgn Trade of the USSR end ICI, 
Increased In 1983 by 60 pet 
cent. IQ exports lo the USSR 
Include dyes, herbicides and 
plastics. In its turn, the concern 
buys naphtha, potash, heiblcl- 
des and semifinished products 
lor the manufacture ol dyes, the 
Import ol Sovlel goods general- 
ly exceeds Ihe volume ol ICI 
export. 

In 1977 a compensatory agree- 
meat was signed providing for 
tho construction ol two plants 
In tho USSR for the manufacture 
of raolhanol from natural gas 
according to ICI technology 
while part of the producla are 
to bo delivered lo Britain as 


payment for the conduction. 
One plant capable ol producing 
750 Lhouaand tonnes of metha- 
nol per year haB already been 
put Into operation and the other 
one of the same capacity lo ba 
commissioned next summer. 

The equipment lor the plants 
has been delivered by Ure Bri- 
tish firm Davy McKee. 

ICI has an agreement on 
adentillc-teclinlcal cooperation 
signed with the State Commit- 
tee of the USSR for Science and 
Technology (1976). According to 
the agreement, the partners ex- 
change Information and delega- 
tions of experts and organize 
joint seminars and symposiums. 
During 1983, (0 meed rigs of ex- 
perts wore held. Within Ihe fra- 
mework of this agreement, 
samples of products are tested 
and the results exchanged. For 
example, joint research Into 
herbicides Is planned. Last year 
our concern took part tn two 
International expositions held in 
the USSR.
